For some time the entire 
world had been following the 
d e v el □ p m ent s surroun din g 
Pirns Friso's health after he 
suffered an accident one year 
ago.

However, tins morn¬ 
ing the sad news came that 
Friso has died.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
Prince Fnso is to be buried 
near Ins mother's castle on 
Friday, days after he died 
from injuries sustained m a 
2D12 skiing accident the 
palace said 

"His royal highness pnnee 
Friso's burial will take place 
on Friday afternoon on Au¬ 
gust Id at a private ceremony 
in Lage Vuursche," a state¬ 
ment said on Tuesday. 

King Willem-Alexander's 
brother Fnso died on Mon¬ 
day, aged 44, around IS 
months after after he was left 
b ram-dam aged and comatose 
by an avalanche while skiing 
in Austria. 

Fnso will be buried at the 
Stulpkerk church in Lage Vu¬ 
ursche, around 30 kilometres 
(2D miles) southeast of Ams¬ 
terdam, tlie palace said. 

The tiny hamlet is where 
his mother Princess Beatrix, 
who abdicated as queen in 
April, has a castle where she 
intends to spend her retire¬ 
ment 

There had been specula¬ 
tion that Fnso might, be 
buried at the Nieuwe Kerk in 
Delft, outside The Hague, 
where most members of the

royal House of Orange are 
laid to rest, or at the Oude 
Kerk in the same town, where 
he was married. 

Friso in 2004 married 
Mabel Wisse Smit, giving up 
lus cl aim to the throne as well 
as lus Royal House position 
after it emerged that his fu¬ 
ture wife had withheld details 
of her previous relationship 
with a Dutch ding baron. 

As a result, Fnso, who 
was fourth m line to the 
throne, was excluded from 
the hue of succession. 

Fnso was injured while 
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skiing m the Austri an Alps in 
February, 2012. 

He was an experienced 
skier but nevertheless ven¬ 
tured off-piste ’with a hi end 
while the avalanche risk 
warning was at four on a 
scale of one to five. 

His friend was unhurt, but 
Friso spent around 2D min¬ 
utes under the snow before 
rescuers pulled him out 

Friso was in July trans¬ 
ferred from a ho spital in Lon¬ 
don, where he lived, to the 
residence of lus mother, for¬ 
mer queen Beatrix, in The 
Hague 

He is survived by his wife 
Mabel and their two daugh¬ 
ters, Luana, 3, and Zana, 7.

Economic issues dominate this year's 

elections and the debate 




KvK Director Leo Maduro 

The presidential, senatorial 
and congressional elections 
m the U. S last year generated 
great controversy on a num¬ 
ber of topics, some of them 
utterly frivolous, which is a 
long-standing ploy to distract 
from the big question: the 
state of the economy. 

In these trying times, the 
slow, perhaps imperceptible 
recovery from the global fi¬ 
nancial meltdown of 2 DO 3- 
2009, has local financial 
pundits concerned, as well as 
our government's increasing 
deficit and debt The Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund re¬ 
cently released a rather 
ambiguous, equivocal state¬ 
ment an Aruba, which could 
b e used by any side in the up¬ 
coming elections to support 
their points of view, or claims 
of irresponsible policies by 
those in power. 

It was announced that a 
debate will be conducted by 
the Aruba Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry (KvK) in 
collaboration with the Aruba 
Trade and Industry Associa¬ 
tion (AT I A) on Tuesday 
evening, August 27 in the 
Westin Resort ballroom. The 
participants are Prime Minis¬ 
ter Mike Em an, leader of the 
AVP party, which now con¬ 
trols Aruba's 21-seat parlia¬ 


ment with a. distinct 
maj an ty. Evelyna 
Wever-Croes, head 
of MEP and An dm 
Bikker, of FDR, will 
be the other two at 
the podiums, as their 
parties also hold 
seats in parliament 
The moderator 
and questions 
screened by a com¬ 
mittee of combined 
KvK and ATI A ex¬ 
perts will confine 
the discussion to Aruba's eco¬ 
nomic situation. It was ini¬ 
tially announced the debate 
was going to b e m English as 
this "is the language of doing 
business internationally/ as¬ 
serted KvK Director Leo 
Maduro. indeed, many of the 
news briefs pasted to their 
webpage are in English, and 
those working at the KvK are 
all fluent 

KvK annual events, their 
business dinner and plaza, 
have always been conducted 
in English Mr Maduro in¬ 
formed THE MORNING 
NEWS that initial prepara¬ 
tion for the debate, including 
a Pawerpoint presentation 
outlining the exact economic 
issues of concern and the 
questions the candidates 
should answer, had already 
been drafted by the time of 
the announcement. However, 
because the event would be 
televised by Channel 13, 
Tele Aruba, there was a great, 
hue and cry that the average 
Aruban voter would likely 
not fully understand the pro¬ 
ceedings, and so the language 
of the debate will be Papia- 
mento. This is a disappoint¬ 
ment for Aruba's 
En gli sh - sp e aki ng c o mmu - 
mty, many of which have 
quite an investment m Arub a, 
not only as a retirement 


home, but iti local businesses. 
However, most of these peo¬ 
ple are not voters, it is only 
fair that the average island 
voter, of which, unfortunately 
an increasing number are not 
fluent in English, be able to 
fully understand the candi¬ 
dates' responses. 

The KvK does promise to 
post the original English out¬ 
line of financial issues on 
their website

Presently, there are al¬ 
ready articles in English that 
address the economic issues 
as part of their online 
newsletter The KvK, asks 
“How much impact may 
weak public finance have on 
an economy as a whole? In 
what ways would the finan¬ 
cial problems visible at pres¬ 
ent affect the economy?" 

According to the KvK, 
these "are the questions many 
managers m the private sector 
of Aruba may pose them¬ 
selves tliese days Their fear 
is that, while Aruba's econ¬ 
omy is doing relatively well 
m general terms, govern¬ 
ment's financial struggles 
may have far reaching conse¬ 
quences." 

The IMF Executive Board 
Commentary released an Au¬ 
gust 9, was encouraging 
about Aruba's recovery in re¬ 
gal'd to our tours sm industry, 
winch has shown steady 
growth since 2009 The report 
begins with this evaluation: 

■ Aruba is a highly open 
economy with a long history 
d f macro e c □ n Dim c stability. 
Over eighty percent of the 
economy depends directly or 
indirectly on tounsm, making 
Aruba the second highest 
tourism-dependent country in 
the world. The long-standing 
fixed exchange rate against 
the US Dollar, supported by 


conservative fiscal, credit and 
prudential policies, has pro¬ 
vided macroeconomic stabil¬ 
ity by maintaining low 
inflation over the years and 
keeping imbalances checked, 
until recent shocks. " 

Specifically, those "major 
shocks" were the global fi¬ 
nancial crisis of 200 B, and of 
course, the Valero Refinery 
closing its doors, seemingly 
permanently, m 2D 12 41 Al- 
th d ugh toun sm reb o unde d 
quickly partly thanks to ag¬ 
gressive market diversifica¬ 
tion efforts, real GDP took a 
second dip in 2012 by close 
to 1 Vi percent a fter in ere asing 
by 3Y* percent in 2Dll. Out¬ 
put remains 12 percent below 
its pre-crisis level, with re¬ 
covery slower than others in 
the Caribbean region," states 
the IMF Executive Board 
"The external sector has 
held up well through these 
shocks," it continues. "Tire 
non-oil current account (CA) 
balance, which mostly re¬ 
flects developments in the 
tourism sector, has improved 
since mid-2000, reaching a 


balanced position in 2012. 
The overall CA balance, 
however, after being in sur¬ 
plus far years, showed 
volatilities m recent years re¬ 
flecting oil sector develop¬ 
ments In 2D 12, it recorded a 
surplus of 5 peroent of GDF 1 " 

However, "The fiscal po¬ 
sition worsened significantly 
in recent years. Preliminary 
data suggests that the overall 
fiscal balance recorded a 
deficit of S 1 /- percent in 201:2. 
Notwithstanding measures 
taken in the pension and 
health sectors and efforts to 
collect tax arrears, the deficit 
widened sharply from pre- 
cnsis years," points out the 
report. In 2013, real output 
is projected to grow by 1% 
percent. Robust tourism 
growth and some pick-up m 
consumption from projected 
deflation will support the 
subdued near-term recovery. 
A two percent deflation is 
projected in 3013 reflecting 
large utility price reductions 
in late 2D12, and declining 
food and energy prices.

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The CA balance is projected 
to record a deficit of 9Y .? per¬ 
cent of GDP in 2013, due to 
the loss of oil exports." 

The IMF conclusions re¬ 
flect the concerns of local 
economic observers, citing 
"a recession that is deeper 
than in most other Caribbean 
countries Although tourism, 
tiie mainstay of Aruban econ¬ 
omy, rebounded quickly, 
Valero’s shutdown has left 
harder-ta-fill gaps m invest¬ 
ment and non-tourism ex¬ 
ports, with real GDP 
projected to reach its pre-cri¬ 
sis level only in 3013." 

"Downside risks dominate 
in the near-term, but medium- 
term prospects could be 
brighter. With a high depend¬ 
ence on tourism and oil im¬ 
ports, Aruba faces downside 
risks from renewed weak¬ 
nesses m the global economy 
and higher oil prices. In the 
medium-term, there are up¬ 
sides from resumption of oil 
refining by Valero, and large 
scale investment m renewable 
energy."

It. is important to note that 
the brighter, me drum-term 
prospects are dependent on 
resumption of Dii refining by 
Valera. Realistically, is this 
something islanders should 
depend up on 7 Most informed 
financial leaders are skeptical 
of such an outcome. This 
very crucial aspect of the re¬ 
port cannot be taken lightly 
or dismissed. 

The KvK is also looking at 
government debt obligations, 
and how they are undermin¬ 
ing their fiscal position. 
Granted, a deficit was inher¬ 
ited from the prior adminis¬ 
tration, "hut that excuse only 
works for about a year," 


stated Mr. Maduro. 11 By then 
steps should have been taken 
and a viable plan put in place 
to reduce the deficit and any 
future debts incurred “ 

According to the KvK 
'The years 3010, 3011 and 
3013 presented a picture of 
gr a wing budget d e fi cits, 
caused by increasing expen¬ 
diture and stagnant revenue, 
the latter also fueled by slash¬ 
ing the turnover tax from 3% 
to 1.5%, which was not com¬ 
pensated by significant eco¬ 
nomic growth. These deficits 
were financed primarily by 
recumng to the local and for¬ 
eign market, issuing govern¬ 
ment bands. 

By end 3013, Aruba's pub¬ 
lic debt burden - according to 
the Central Bank of Aruba - 
is set at Afl l 063 billion 
(US$ 1.7 billion), winch rep¬ 
resents about 67% of GDP At 
the start of the current gov¬ 
ernment's term, debt was at 
approximately Afl 3.336 bil¬ 
lion, at that time 49.3% of 
GDP. Without a drastic turn¬ 
around in financial policy, 
budget deficits may further 
cause public debt/GDP ratio 
to climb past the 70% mark, 
an its way to 30%. In tbs sit¬ 
uation, cutting expenses and 
increasing revenue may seem 
appropriate, both alternatives 
being unattractive. Cutting 
costs too abruptly, may lead 
to great loss of purchasing 
power, leading to less con¬ 
sumption, affecting retail and 
services Revenue increase 
for government will also 
come at a cost far businesses 
and individual citizens, as 
they have to pay these tax in¬ 
creases ' 

'First and foremost," con¬ 
tinues the KvK report, "it 
may seem logical that gov¬ 
ernment should attack those 
items that weigh more on its 


budget. This would undoubt¬ 
edly be the personnel related 
items, which in 3013 totaled 
Afl. 634 million, compared to 
Afl 6D3 million in 30ID. A 
solid 13.6% increase in only 
two years Together with 
other expenses related to the 
apparatus (goods and serv¬ 
ices), these total apparatus re¬ 
lated costs represented in 
3013 a total of Afl 937 mil¬ 
lion, more than Total Tax 
Revenue (Afl. 915 million) 
for the same year On its turn, 
tax revenue represents about 
90% of total revenue As it 
will be very difficult to dodge 
other financial commitments, 
such as interest payments and 
government's contribution to 
the general healthcare 
scheme (AZV), cutting back 
on personnel expenses, either 
through decreasing the num¬ 
ber of personnel, or by slash¬ 
ing salar.es across the board, 
seems to became unavoid¬ 
able. An attempt to weather 
out the situation, based oil at¬ 
trition only, will not reel in 
enough result to cure the 
problem. 41 

The KvK report concludes 
"m light of the considerable 
increase of expenditure to be 
exp ected in the coming years, 
suddenly the recent discus¬ 
sion about a ‘balanced 
budget.’ does not seem to be 
the first priority anymore. The 
most important issue at tins 
time seems to be how to pre¬ 
vent government budget 
deficit from mushrooming to 
an even higher level, thus 
leading to a completely un¬ 
sustainable financial situa¬ 
tion. From a deficit of close to 
Afl. 400 million Dn a AJI 1.4 
billion budget, we may face a 
situation where this deficit 
may become over Afl. 5DO 
million, with a revenue side 
h ar dly gro win g Uni e s s.. 


government recurs to hefty 
taxation in order to beef up 
revenue. It becomes impera¬ 
tive to know what road this 
country needs to go m the up - 
coming years, as further tax¬ 
ation mil mean cutting back 
profits, and subsequently in¬ 
vestments. As these increases 
will be passed on to the cus¬ 
tomer, tins will fuel inflation 
on its turn, and add to the loss 
o f c omp eti tivene ss o f Arub a’s 
economy. It is about time to 
look for other alternatives, 
like the limitation of benefits 
of healthcare and pension 
schemes, in order to have so¬ 
cial security and healthcare 
systems that are mo re accord¬ 
ing to the carrying capacity of 
our economy, as we cannot go 
on adding more premiums to 
the already high employers’ 
contributions A cold hard 
look should also be taken at 
our productivity and fiscal 
regime, in order to increase 
Aruba's attractiveness for in¬ 
vestors,. and to determine a 
more feasible road to eco¬ 
nomic growth, and hence 
more sustainable public fi¬ 
nance.” 

It is difficult to imagine 
the average retiree from the 
private sector living on the 
maximum social security 
benefit, which barely covers 
utilities and food, would ac¬ 
cept any sort of cut. Basi¬ 
cally, we can assume they are 
looking more at the retire¬ 
ment benefits of civil ’work¬ 
ers, which are far more 
substantial, but it is also 
doubtful that these voters 
would take well to having 
their benefits reduced It is a 
conundrum, not unlike the is¬ 
sues presented during last 
year's U S. presidential elec¬ 
tions. 

It cant help be noticed that 
Aruba is currently facing a 


very similar debate regarding 
economic issues as well as 
the responses. Many of the 
opposing parties are com¬ 
plaining, but do they have vi¬ 
able, practical plans, aside 
from raising taxes? Granted, 
there are public projects pro¬ 
posed at present that Aruba 
would not miss in the slight¬ 
est, nor the debt they would 
occur. We must, admit, during 
the last four years, a number 
of fine programs have been 
instigated by the current ad¬ 
ministration. important to the 
social and technological de- 
vel op m ent o f Arub a, and they 
have demonstrated a vision 
and goal for the island. We 
laud tins vision in improving 
the infrastructure; not only is 
this an asset to its tourism 
product, but is also beneficial 
t o p erm an ent resi d ents. H o w- 
ever, at this paint, the ex¬ 
pense incurred and how vital 
new projects are to everyday 
life should be closely exam¬ 
ined and analyzed with more 
discretion 

Again, Aruba has not quite 
the pantheon of issues the 
U 3. faced m the last elec¬ 
tions, many of them frivo¬ 
lously manufactured to 
distract from the key problem 
for which no one seems to 
have a real answer the fiscal 
defiat and debt Aruba is m a 
similar situation, and simi¬ 
larly, w T e are not hearing any 
definitive solutions, so far just 
the vague 11 we have apian.” 

Hopefully, the upcoming 
debate will clear the air on 
tbs pressing situation, giving 
voters an unmistakable rea¬ 
son to confidently choose a 
candidate, other than out¬ 
dated party loyalties or ties of 
friendship and family.

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Brazil confronts Kerry 
over alleged US spying 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
warned US Secretary of State 
John Kerry on Tuesday that 
failure to resolve the row 
over Washington's electronic 
spying could sow mistrust 
between the two countries. 

Brazil was outraged by 
media reports of widespread 
US phone and Internet eaves¬ 
dropping based on informa¬ 
tion leaked by fugitive 
intelligence contractor Ed¬ 
ward Snowden 

Foreign Minister Antonio 
Patraota told reporters after 
talks with Kerry that revela¬ 
tions about the vast US 
global surveillance network 
posed a "new challenge m 
our bilateral relationship 11 

" If th e imp li c ati ons d f thi s 
challenge are not satisfacto¬ 
rily resolved, they run the 
risk of casting a shadow of 
mistrust over our work," he 
added. 

" Practices which harm the 
sovereignty and relations of 
trust between states and vio¬ 
late the individual freedoms 
which our countries so cher¬ 
ish must be stopped" 

Kerry, who is on his hrst 
trip to South America since 
he assumed Ins pa st in Febru¬ 
ary, said: " Brazil is owed an¬ 
swers with respect to those 
questions and they will get 
them " 

"We will have this dia¬ 
logue with the view to make 
it certain that your govern¬ 
ment is in complete under¬ 
standing and complete 
agreement with what it is that 
we must to do provide secu¬ 
rity, not just far Americans, 
but for Brazilians and the 
people of the world," Kerry 
added. 

US officials have de¬ 
fended the surveillance pro¬ 
grams as entirely lawful 
measures that have helped 
foil dozens of terrorist attacks 
around the world. 

Brazil, Latin America's 
economic powerhouse, has 
meanwhile sought to assert 
regional independence from 


Washington. 

Kerry arrived here late 
Monday from Colombia, 
where he also defended 
Washington's electronic espi¬ 
onage. 

"I think it's very obvious 
to everybody that this is a 
dangerous world we're living 
in," Kerry told reporters in 
Bogota an Monday. 

"We are necessarily en¬ 
gaged in a very complex ef¬ 
fort to prevent terrorists from 
taking innocent Jives in many 
different places"

Hurricane forecasters watching tropical 
waves in the Caribbean, Atlantic 



MIAMI -- The National Hur¬ 
ricane Center on Tuesday 
was keeping an eye on two 
tropical waves, one in the 
Caribbean Sea and the other 
m the Atlantic Ocean off of 
the African coast. 

Tli ere is a "medium 
chance" that a tropical wave 
in the southwestern 


Caribbean Sea could develop 
into a tr opical storm or hurri¬ 
cane within the next five 
days, the National Hum cane 
Center said Tuesday. 

As of 2 p,m., cloudiness 
and showers associated with 
the wave extended from Cen¬ 
tral America northeastward to 
near Jamaica. 

"Upper-level winds are 
expected to become more fa¬ 
vorable for development over 
the next couple of days while 
the disturbance moves to¬ 
ward the Yucatan Peninsula," 
the Hum cane Center said 

The system has a 20 per¬ 
cent, or ' low," chance of de¬ 
veloping into a storm during 
the next 48 hours; and a 3D 
percent, or "medium," chance 
of developing during the next 
five days, the Hum cane Cen¬ 


ter said 

A second tropical wave 
was located near the west 
coast of Africa and was pro¬ 
ducing disorganized showers 
and thunderstorms. 

Upper-level winds are 
expected to be conducive for 
some development of this 
disturbance during the next 
few days until the wave en¬ 
ters a more stable environ¬ 
ment by the weekend,'' the 
Hum cane Center. 

The Hurricane Center said 
the system had a 10 percent 
chance of developing into a 
tropical storm over the next 
two days, and 20 percent 
chance in the next five days, 
while it moves westward and 
then west-northwestward at 
10 mpht.

The Montreal, M aine Si At¬ 
lantic Railway train, carrying 
crude oil from the Bakken 
shale fields of North Dakota, 
was parked overnight, at a 
nearby town when it slipped 
away, derailed and exploded in 
the center of Lac-Megan tic.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Heavy 
drinking and drug use in 
teenage years may boost your 
chances of developing demen¬ 
tia before tire age of 65, 
Swedish re searchers said Tues¬ 
day. 

Alcohol abuse emerged as 
the strongest of nine risk fac¬ 
tors that could be traced as far 
back as adolescence, according 
to a study of4S3,4S4 Swedish 
men conscripted for military 
service between September 
1 969 and December 1979 at an 
average age of IS. 

In the 37 years fallowing 
their conscription, 4S7 of the 
men were diagnosed with 
young-onset dementia (YOD) 
at a median age of 54 years 

Sixty-eight percent of the 
YOD cases identified could be 
attributed to one or more of the 
nine factors 


“One case of alcohol poi¬ 
soning increased the risk by 
about five-fold," genatrics pro¬ 
fessor Peter Nordstioem of 
Sweden's Uineaa University 
told. Swedish Radio of the 
study he led, published in the 
Journal of the Amen can Med¬ 
ical Association 

Other nsk factors tire team 
identified included a stroke, 


drug use, depression, having a 
father with dementia, a short 
stature, and high blood pres¬ 
sure. 

Young-onset dementia is 
rare — about four percent of all 
cases according to the 
Alzheimer's Association.

New H7N9 bird flu 
death confirmed in 
China: hospital 

BEIJING (AFP) - A Chi- 
nese woman infected with 
the deadly H7N9 bird flu 
virus died of multiple 
organ failure, a Beijing 
hospital said, bringing the 
total fatalities from the 
disease to 45. 

The 61-year-old tested 
positive for the virus on 
July 20 after she fell ill in 
Hebei province in north¬ 
ern China. 

She was taken to Bei¬ 
jing's Chaoyang Hospital 
for treatment and died on 
Sunday, the hospital said 
in a statement. 

A total of 134 cases 
have now been confirmed 
on the Chinese mainland, 
including one in Guang¬ 
dong, the first in the 
southern province, which 
was reported on Saturday. 

State news agency Xin¬ 
hua said then that 44 peo¬ 
ple had died of the 
disease. 

The virus was first re¬ 
potted in late March, with 
most cases confined to 
eastern China, and only 
one reported outside the 
mainland, in Taiwan. 

Scientists reported last 
week the first likely case 
of direct person-to-person 
transmission of the H7N9. 

Cases of H7N9 have 
dropped significantly in 
recent months.

Scientists grow 
human heart tissue 


PAFJS (AFP) - Scientists said 
Tuesday they had used stem 
cells to grow human heart tis¬ 
sue that contracted sponta¬ 
neously m a petri dish -- 
marking progress m the quest 
to manufacture transplant or¬ 
gans 

iPS cells are mature human 
cells “reprogrammed" into a 
versatile, primitive state from 
which they can be prompted to 
develop into any kind of cell of 
the body 

The primitive heat cells cre¬ 
ated m tins way were attached 
to a mouse heat "scaffold" 
from which the researchers 
had removed all mouse heart 
cells, they wrote in the journal 
Mature Communications 

The scaffold is a network of 
non-living tissue composed of 


proteins and carbohydrates to 
which cells adhere and grow 
on 

Placed on the 3D scaffold, 
the precursor cells grew and 
developed into heart muscle, 
and after 30 days of blood sup¬ 
ply the reconstructed mouse 
organ "began contracting 
again at the rate of 40 to SO 
beats per minute,“ said a Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh state¬ 
ment.

Norway bars Apple

security, officials said 
Tuesday. 

Norway's neighbours 
Sweden and Denmark 
have meanwhile granted 
Apple permission to take 
aerial photos. 

NSM, tasked with pro¬ 
tecting Norway from espi¬ 
onage, sabotage or acts of 
terrorism, refused to com¬ 
ment on the number or na¬ 
ture of restricted zones in 
Oslo. 

Photos of these zones 
provided by Norwegian 
suppliers are of a lower 
resolution or blurred. 

According to the daily 
newspaper Aftenposten, 
the photo ban prompted 
Oslo's mayor - ap¬ 
proached by the US em¬ 
bassy in Norway - to 
contact the government 
on Apple's behalf but to 
no avail.

The national- and interna¬ 
tional-level athletes tested by 
the authorities are not well 
known 

Hie Indian government has

The most recent Ingli-profile 
cases of doping m Indian 
sports involved six athletes, in¬
